Ottawa.—A report received at the’ 
department of trade and commerce 
from the trade commissioner at Bar- 
bados, shows that in food stuffs the 
United States is now the princip.! 
source of supply of the West Indies 
and the situation is expected to 
change materially when the new 
agreement with Canada becomes ef- 
fective. Canada’s trade with the Is- 
lands last year was 689,543 pounds but 
in nearly every instance it was notably 
behind the United States, particular- 
ly in respect to flour, food stuffs and‘ 
provisions. With the improved; 
steamship service planned, this con- 
dition doubtless will be reversed. The; 
acreement having been ratified by ail 
of the islands, it will go into effect ns 
soon as it is passed by both houses 
of the Canadian parliament.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XII.—FOURTH .QUARTER 
FOR DEC. 22, 1912 


Text of the vesson, Isa., Ix, 1.—Mem 
ory Verses, 6-7—Golden Text, Isa. 
Ix, €—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The regular lesson for the day is en- 
titled “Kor and Against Him,” and 
in it we see that even Jatnes and John 
did not know Him very weil and were 
inclined to uct in judgment instead of 
grace and those who talked of follow- 
ing Him did not know what It meant 
to folow Him, but He, knowing all 


that lay before Him, steadfastly set 
His face to go to Jerusalem (Luke 
ix, 49-62), It seems fitting to turn 
aside for our Christmas lesson to the 
prophetic portion assigned as an op- 
tional lesson, that we may know the 
mind of the Lord, for He will do no- 
thing that He hao not revealed to His 
servants, the prophets, and He said 
Himeelf, “All things must be fulfvled 
which were written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me.” (Amos iil, 7; 
Lev. xxiv, 44). Isaiah has already 
told us that “His glory is the fullness 
of the whole earth;” that all ofty 
looks and haughtiness of men shall ve 
brought down and the Lord aloue ex- 
alted In that day when nation shail 
not lift up sword against nation, nel- 
ther shall they learn war any more 
(Isa, vi, 3, margin: 1, 4-11-17). 

The great sign woud ve that a vir- 
gin should conceive and bear a son 
and call His name Immanuel. Na- 
tions would be arrayed against Him 
and even His own people seek fami'- 
jar spirits instead: of Himself, and 
there would be trouble and darkness, 
but He would come, and in due time 
His kingdom (Isa. vil, 14; viii, 9 10-19 
-20-22; ix, 1, 2). 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
and His second coming in glory are 
so close y associated in prophecy that 
one is apt to confuse them as one 
event. The prophets themselves 
looked into these matters, but were 
not always able to distinguish (1 Pet. 
i, 10-12). We know from Matt. lv, 
15-16, that verse 2 of our lesson had 
a fulfillment in the days of Ills s80- 
journ in humiliation in Galilee, and 
we also know from Isa Ix, 13, and 


‘the rest of that chapter that there 


darkness and a 
greater light at His second coming 
in glory. Then there is a present 
application of that verse day by doy 
everywhere that His redeemed ones 
are found, for therc is more or less 
darkness in all places, and the lives 
of His people should be a constant 
light CH- Gers++-40-14;—Matt. v, 14-16; 
John 1, 4). Lesson verses 3 to 5 
look back to the deliverance by Qid- 
eon (Judg. vi, 34, R.V., margin) and 
the Lord wrought a great deliverance 
and victosy. 

I believe that in Ps. cx. 7, that 
wonderful kingdom psalm, there is 
also a reference to the zeal of Gideon 
and his 300. The words in verse 6, 
“Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given,” are unmistakably plain 
concerning His birth and manhood, 
as are the words concerning the place 
of His birth in Mic. v, 2, and the 
words of the angel in Luke fi, 10-12, 
concerning his actual birth. Why are 
not the rest of the words in lesson 
verses 6, 7, just as plain? Aso the 
words in Mic, v. 2, “Out of thee shall 
He come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel, whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from the cays 
of eternity.” Also the words of, Gab- 
riel in Luke i, 82, 33. “The Loru God 
shall give unto Him the throne of 
His father David, and He shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever, and 
of His kingdom there shall be no 
end.” Why are we tud that these 
words must be taken spiritually, that 
His kingdom {s only in people’s hearts, 
that He is on the throne of David 
now and that the church is Israel? 

The world of God and the purpose 
of God will never be understood by 
those who thus pervert the Scrip- 
tures. He did truly and literally ap- 
pear in ages past to Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses, Joshua, Gideon, Mane 
oah, Solomon and others. He was 
truly and idterally born of a virgin at 
Bethlehem, rode on an ass’ colt into 
Jerusalem; His hands and His feet 
were pierced. 

He died, was buried, rose from the 
dead, ascended to heaven and is at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high. 
He will just as literally come agaiu 
to rule over a literal Israel from the 
throne of David, and He wil: be not 
only King of the Jews, but King of 
kings and Lord of lords, speaking 
peace to all nations and restoring all 
things of which the prophets have 
spoken (Zech. ix, 10; xiv. 9; Acts 
ili, 19-21). He will then be seen in 
fullness as Wonderful. Counsellor 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace. He ls 
all that now, but it will be recognized 
by all when He shall come in glory. 

Now, since He is and is to be and 
do all that is written of Him, surely 
we can with the utmost confidence 
let the government of alt our affairs, 
personal, home, business, church and 
all else, lie upon His shoulders, for 
He is able easily to carry us and all 
our affairs (Deut. xxxiii, 12; Col. 
ili, 16; Phil. iv, 6, 7). In reading 
the Bib’e let us be governed by this 
principle: Literal, if possible, all tho 
way through, and if the plain, ob- 
vious sense makes good sense, seek 
no other sense. I thank God that 
such a simple way came to me 
through the late John Wilkinson and

18 SENT TO PRISON 


Man Who Broke the Famous Bank 

i Gets Five Years for Swindling 
Charles Wells, of Paris, also 
IS : alias Rivier, the founder of the Par 

banking house known as the Rente 
Bi-Mensuelle who was arrested on a 
yacht at Falmouth and extradited co 
France, has been sentenced on th» 
charge of fraud to‘ five years’ impris: 
onment and a fine of $600 by the 
Paris correctional Court. Jeanne 
Burns, his companion, was sentencad 
to thirteen imonths imprisonment and 
fined $200. 

The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo! 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns, an actress, 
took place on his steam yacht, Excel 
sior, at Fairmouth “n January 20 last. 
Wells, who was said to have had some 
thirty-six aliases, twice broke the 
bank at Monte Carlo in 1892 and won 
some $200,000 at the tables in five 
days. This was the feat that was 
commemorated in the well known

BURY CORPSE, THEN CREMATE IT 


Desperate Effort of Two Murderers: 


to Get Rid of Victim's Body 


In Pafis a very mysterious dis- 
appearance ol a wealthy woman near- 
ly four years ago has just been the 
subject cf a confession by an Italian 
named Breuze, who is under arrest on 
suspician of having caused the death 
of a neighbor, M. Mioltan, at Les
